WASHINGTON, May 27.—Germany 
apparently has launched another des- 
perate attempt to smash her way 
through the Allied armies to victory 
before American troops can reac’ 
the battlefields of France and Flan- 
ders in great force. Associated 
Press dispatches from the British and 
French fronts, telling of the new as- 
saults which may mean that the su- 
preme test of power is at hand, were 
conveyed to President Wilson, just as 
he was leaving the White House for 
the Capitol to ask congress for legis-

Army officials studied the press ac- 
counts closely for signs of German 
purpose.

Exhibition Board May Arrange’ 


for It at Sheep Sale in 
Fall 


At the meeting of the exhibition 
board held in the Exhibition offices 6n 
Monday afternoon, the manager was 
authorized to look into the matter of 
having an exhibit of grains, grasses 
and vegetables at the time of the 
sheep and swine sale in the fall, The 
matter could be carried through at a 
minimum of expense, it was thought, 
and, further, would receive the nat- 
ural support of the farmers who 
would be given an opportunity of 
meeting their prospective customers. 

This will be an entirely new  de- 
parture for the exhibition board, if 
the manager reports favorably on the 
project, but it was considered a very 
favorable season of the year to hold 
buch an exhibit. The regular sale of 
sheep and swine will be on October 
28 and 24, and with these dates might 
be included without much extra trou- 
ble the exhibit of vegetables, grains 
tind grasses. 

Contract for “Old Mill’ Let 

Tenders for the “Old Mill” that is 
to be erected on the Exhibition 
grounds were opened at the meeting 
of the executive just previous to the 
meeting of the whole board, and the 
contract was awarded to Pheasy and 
Batson, Limited, as the lowest tender, 
at $8,565. Other tenders were from 
George McKay for $5,654; J. E. Pet- 
ers, for $3,850, and B, M. Nesbitt and 
company, for $4,135. 

The manager was authorized to call 
for tenders for the feed privileges tor 
the summer exhibition. 

It was decided to engage as an add- 
ed attraction on the program a Jap- 
anese act, which will include some 
comedy numbers. This was consid- 
ered advisable in view of the fact that 
some of the expensive features of the 
program, such as the aviator, were 
being cut off this year. 

Reject Christian Scientists’ Request 

Space in the Manufacturers’ build- 
ing was allotted, and the Health ex- 
hibit, the Child Welfare exhibit, and 
the Art exhibit will be housed in the 
Pari Mutuel building. A request from 
the Christian Scientists to build a per- 
manent building on the grounds was 
considered, but was turned down as 
an undesirable precedent.

A new feature this year at the sum- 
mer exhibition will be the sale of sea- 
son tickets at the rate of $2 each. 
This ticket will not be transferable.

STREET RAILWAY HAD 
MORE PASSENGERS 


The street railway carried 900,551 
passengers during April, which was 
an improvement over the correspond- 
ing month of last year, when the num- 
ber carried was 879,848. 

The revenue for the month was 
$42,206, against $42,016 for the cor- 
responding month of last year. 

There was a surplus over opera- 
tion for the month of $9,729.48, but 
with the capital charges $9,328.22,

| DEATH IN FLOOD 


Athabasca Constable Took Family 
From House-Top and Saved 
Marooned Trapper 


Alcberta’s provincial police seem 
to have no hard and set, rules as to 
their duties, but must give help under 
any and all circumstances. Last 
month at the time of the break-up of 
the ice in the Athabasca river, there 
was considerable damage to property 
and many lives were ednangered, and 
the constable there, Juo, G. McDonald, 
had the satisfaction of relieving at 
least two families from almost certain 
death, In the case of Oharies Wy- 
mondson, a homestead in the McMur- 
ray district, his home was surrounded 
by the flood while he and his family 
slept. ‘They succeeded, however, in 
reaching the roof, where they were 
forced to stay 24 hours, before rescue 
came. ‘The case was reported to 
Constable McDonald on the night of 
April 18, and he proceeded to invés- 
tigate at once to eee if there was any 
means of finding the stranded family. 
On account of the stato of the river, 
there was no chance of getting to 
them that night, eo he waited till the 
morning, when the river broke about 
two miles below the house. With the 
assistance of Gus Collins, he succeeded 
in crossing the river and packed 
their canoe back through the brush 
to where the house was. They arriv- 
ed just in time, as they found the 
house had floated away during the 
night, but got stuck in the brush. The 
family was rescued, but they were 
suffering intensely from cold and 
hunger. They had had no time to get 
warm clothes on and had had very 
littla to eat. They were taken back 
by the constable to Fort McMurray, 
where they were cared for. 

Rescues Marooned Trapper 

The same night the constable was 
told of a trapper, Mr. Lowery, who 
was also marooned at his house, The 
next morning after the rescue of the 
Bymundson family, the constable 
started out to rescue this lone trap- 
per. With the help of Mr. Bymund- 
gon, Who volunteered his services, he 
succeeded in reaching the house, al- 
though this was a difficult and dan- 
gerous operation, owing to the loca- 
tion of the house. This Mr. Low- 
ery, according to the police report, is 
a man 60 years of age, and boing 
asleep at the time the water came 
down, had barely time to get to the 
upper story of his house, He had no 
time, however, to secure anything ‘to 
eat, and was marooned there in that 
condition for 36 hours, before help ar- 
rived. He was also brought back to 
Fort McMurray. 

Inspector Brankley has just com- 
pleted a 88b5-mile patrol in the val- 
gary district. He and his men within 
the last six weeks covered 2,000 miles 
outside the regular patrol performed 
by men on detachments, He found ev- 
erything in good shape in the twelve 
detachments which he inspected in 
his route, The entire territory was 
covered in @ car,

PROPOSAL TO 
AID THOSE IN 
TAX ARREARS 


Mayor Suggests Plan Whereby 
Notes May Be Given In 
. Payment 


A new echeme for the relief of 
Persons in arrears for taxes and whose 
property is in the tax «ale is put up 
to the counoil by the finance comi- 
mittee, 

The plan, ths main feature of which 
ia that taxpayers in arrears should 
have the chance to offer the city a 
note fur the amount in arrears, was 
evolved by Mayor Evans and was 
outlined by him to the committee. 

In stating the scheme the mayor 
says: 

“From the city’s point of view the 
more desirable thing is that these 
arrears should be paid, and better 
still, that all taxes down to the end 
of last year shold be forthcoming, 
which would result from property be- 
ing bought in at the tax sale. How- 
ever, I believe that some individual 
cases of hardship to taxpayers might 
be avoided by the following plan, 
which at the same time would have 
the result to that extent of furnishing 
the city with the funds now required 
to pay off the loan. It will be seen 
that the plan ta equivalent, as far 9 
it goes, to the city getting extension 
of that loan. 

The plan then is that the taxpayer 
would offer the city e note for the 
1914-15 taxes. The taxpayer must 
aleo arrange either with a bank or 
anyone elee to discount this note at 
ite face value when endorsed by te 
city. Whatever be the term of the 
note and its rate of interest the en- 
dorsement by the city would be etrict- 
ly under the condition that the city 
should not be liable on the endorse- 
ment until July ist, 1920; that the 
rate of interest as against the city 
should not exoved 6 per cent per an- 
num payable half-yearly, and that 
the whole transaction should not in 
any way affect the city's right against 
the lands in quéstion, either for these 
particular arrears if the note be not 
met. or for subsequent taxes. 

Having the latter in mind it should 
be stipulated that the note would im- 
mediately beoome due and payable at 
the time when any action arose with 
respect to subsequent taxes on the 
same land. I+ will probably be neces- 
sary in order to preserve the identity 
of the particular arrears of taxes to 
take a separate note and to make a 
separate agreement with respect to 
each Individual property as it appears 
on the assessment roll.”

Rapidly 
with railway development the ranch- 
ers turned farmers and the farmers 
went into the stock game, until today 
you can't tell them apart, and the 
whole country {s @ panorama of crop 
land, jive stock, end fine big barnsand 
good homes. In reality, there's more 
stock in the district, and better stock 
at that, than during the time when 
herds roamed unrestricted south of 
the Battle river.

Milling Companies Disclosed in 
Report of the Labor Department 


Increased Tax on the Net Profits on Total Investment For 
the Year Recommended—Limitation of Profit to 25 
Cents Per Barrel Ineffective. 


Ottawa, Ont., May 27—The war-time profits of large Canadian 
milling companies are revealed in a report issued today by the Minis- 


ter of Labor. 


The report is based on investigations covering the per- 


iod between 1913 and 1917 and, therefore, for purposes of compari- 
son, includes a pre-war y®ar. It shows that in 1917, as compared with 
1913, large milling companies heavily increased their net profits even 


after allowance had been made for war tax. 


It indicates further that 


the limitation of profits to 25 cents per barrel of flour does not effect 
the purpose for which it was intended in that ‘‘with increased pro- 
duction even were the profit per barrel of flour limited to say, fif- 


teen cents, still ample dividends might 


aside.’’

‘It is clear,’’ the report concludes, ‘‘that the only way to reaeh 
the profits of the milling companies is to increase the tax on the net 
profits on total investment for the year.’’ 


Detailed Report 

The report covers over sixty type- 
written pages. It aims to show in 
detuil how profits have been derived 
and disposed, what propertion of a 
company’s capitalization is represented 
by actual investment, what the profits 
per barrel of flour are and what rev- 
enues were derived from option trad- 
ing in wheat before the price of wheat 
was fixed.

Immense Surplus Profits 

“Contrary, to the general belief,”

the high price of flour at the present 
time, Nevertheless, the net revenue | 


from such profits per barrel have been 
suflicient to pile up immense surplus 
profits accounts, redecm bonds and 
pay dividends cither larger than had 
utherto been paid or on stock which 
received no dividends previous to the 
last few years.” 

In the report calculation of net in- 
| Vestment has been made in the fol- 
lowing way; Total capital, consisting 
of preferred and common shares, 
minus good will account is taken and 
the amount standing to the credit of 
the surplus profits account at the be- 
sinning of thixyear is added. In each 
case the extent of the good will ac- 
count is shown. 

Operations Outlined 

A series of special summaries out- 
line the operations of the large milling 
companies. Of he Ogilvie Flour Mills 
Company the report says: 

“The net profits from 1913 to 1917 
were approximately $470,000 in 1913, 
$450,000 In 1914, $1,500,000 in 1916, 
$1,150,000 in 1916, before deducting 
war tax, and $2,1000,000 in 1917, be- 
fore deducting war tax. 

“Out of the profits for 1916 and 
1917 a total reserve for the two years 
of about $1,180,000 was set aside for 
war tax and a new depreciation ac- 
count in addition amounting in 1917 
to a total of about $360,000 was open- 
ed up in 1916 as the surplus profits 
account increased from approximately 
$473,000 in 19138 to $2,690,000 in 1917 
Of these huge profits about $1,700,000 
was contributed by gains made from 
dealings in wheat in 1916 and 1917.” 

Respecting the Lake of the Woods 
Milling company the report states

The United States government 
has raised the pay of two million 
railway employees, by amounts 
which will total $800,000,000 per 
year. 

Last week a Washington des- 
patch announced that during the 
first three months of the year, 
under government operation, the 
U.S. railways lost $109,000,000 as 
compared to the 
quarter of last year. 

As the government has to pay 
rental for the railways correspond- 
ing to the earnings during the past 
three years, this $109,000,000 per 
quarter will have to come out of 
the pockets of the taxpayers. And 
as the railways are losing money, 
the $300,000,000 increased wages 
will have to come from the same 
source. 

At the present rate of going, 
therefore, the United States tax- 
payers seem to be paying at the 
rate of about $700,000,000 per 
year in taxes for the privilege of 
having their railways run by the 
government instead of by men 
who spent their lives learning how 
and who had to inake the rail- 
ways pay or stand the  conse- 
quences, 

This, despite the fact that the 
United States government signal- 


ized its ‘‘taking over’’ of the rail- | 


ways by boosting freight and pas- 
senger rates fifteen per cent., 
while last winter’s fuel blockade 
forbids any supposition that the 
public are getting better transpor- 
tation service in return for the

Of course, if that is the sort of 
railway policy the United States 
taxpayers like it is their proud

Prices Countermand Orders. 


To a good many people it is 
mystifying why, when people are 
urged to eat substitute foods the 
prices of substitute foods are al- 
lowed to soar to such heights as 
to make the admonition of little 
or no effect. 

The explanation does not alto- 
gether explain that the purpose of 
the food controller is to save food 
—not to save the consumer's 
purse. 

he food controller may not 
eare what people have to pay for 
substitute foods, but the house- 
holder has to care. And to the

It 
increases that responsibility to 
the point of making neglect of it 
not simply an offence, but a crime 
against both the citizen and the 
state. Every consideration cle- 
wanding governinent regulation of 
food prices in times of peace is 
emphasized an  hundredfold in 
time of war.

Mayor Evans proposes, as an) 
expedient of civic finance, that | 
petitions for local improvements | 
be met by issuing local debentures | 
for the money required—instead 
of going to the money markets in 
the usualgway. 

The scheme is well worth try- | 
ing. Knowing that the carrying | 
out of the desired improvement | 
depended on the sale of local de-| 
bentures, the petitioners for an/| 
improvement would doubtless ar- 
range to take up a large share of | 
the debentures in order to assure | 
the granting of their petition. Pe- 
titioners, in other words, would | 
become volunteer bond-buyers and | 
bond-sellers. | 

The proposal is further recom- | 
mended by the fact that unless 
some such scheme is adopted the | 
chances of securing local improve- 
ments are not good. What with 
repairs and replacements, of side- 
walks and other improvements, 
local and general, which have out- 
lived their usefulness, the city is 
faced with demands which will 
probably use up all the credit it 
can spare in the outside market | 
for some years, 

Issuing debentures locally to} 
carry out improvements would | 
not tend to impair the credit of 
the city with outside investors to | 
lanything like the extent to which | 
it would be affected by floating 
new bonds in the money markets. 
On the contrary, the fact that the 
people of the city had such faith 
in it—and in their own ability to 
meet its obligations—that they | 
were willing to lend it money for} 
new improvements should stimu- 
| late rather than depress our stand- 
ing with the outside investor.
